_ PROGRESS. 
O It will thus be seen that from the rise 


of new San Diego, through all the 
years that followed, the expectation of 
a railroad was constantly in the mind 
of the people, sustaining their patience 
and encouraging them to wait yet a 
“little longer.”’ As time P , the 
neighbor counties, in the ful Sa ment 
of railroad facilities, attracted the in- 
coming population and developed rap- 
idly. Yet San Diego did not stand 
still. Slowly (very slowly, as it seemed 
in those days), but nevertheless surely, 
progress was made. The back country 
was gradually being settled and brought 
into cultivation; wealth and popula- 
tion showed a steady annual gain; and, 
when the railroad connection finally 
came, there was a substantial basis to 
build upon. The course of develop- 
merit may be marked, by periods of five 
years, by the statistics of population 
and wealth here given:

The remarkable progress of the last 
five years is due to the stimulus of the 
railroad, and was most marked in 
the years 1884 and 1885, during which 
the population nearly doubled and the 
taxable valuation advanced over three 
and a millions. 

A YEAR’S ADVANCE. 

Let us now note the progress of the 
year 1886 in city and county. In the 
city of San Diego the population has in- 
creased from 7500 to more than 12,000, 
and arrivals are now exceeding depart- 
ures at the rate of more than 1 per 
month. The taxable valuation has 
increased more than a million and a 
half, being $4,582,213 on the Ist day of 
March last; 28 miles of streets have 
been graded; three lines of street rail- 
way have been built and put in opera- 

en; a large w and ferry-landin

“POPULATION AND WEALTH. 

The population of San Diego county, 
by the most conservative estimate, now 
exceeds 35,000—a gain of more than 
15,000 for the year. The record of 
arrivals at and departures from the 
city by land and water, during the 
year, shows 26,281 arrivals and 13,938 
gain of 12,343. .It is 
well known that the bulk of the immi- 
gration to the northern and north- 
western sections of the county does 
not pass through the city, the settlers 
polng to their points of location direct. 

e estimate of 35,000 is therefore 
undoubtedly within the mark. The 
total assessed valuation of the 
county for 1886 is $13,838,030—an ad- 
vance over 1885 of $2,130,673. The 
county has 270 miles of railroad; 631 


miles of telegraph, 352 miles of tele- 
phone.

Railroad lines are projected from 
Santa Ana, Los Angeles county, to 
miles (extension of the 

uthern Pacific); from Oceanside, via 
Escondido, Poway and El Cajon, to San 
Diego, 48 miles (feeder to California 
Southern); from Murrieta to San Ja- 
cinto, 20 miles (feeder to California 
Southern); and from anside 
through the San Luis Rey Valley and 
Warner’s Ranch, via Warner’s Pass to 
Dos Palmas, on the Southe-n Pacific, 
78 miles. This last is an exceedingly 
important enterprise, the line ranging 
on a natural grade for 50 miles, through 
the very heart of the best farming 
land in the county. It will probably 
be undertaken by Eastern capitalists, 
independent of the two great corpora- 
tions now contending for the ascend- 
ency in Southern California.

At the formér rate—one inch 
to 10 acres—the supply will be sufficient 
for the irrigation of 50,000 acres of 
. In Riverside and elsewhere 
water adds an immediate value to dry 
land of $100 to $150 per acre. This 
great enterprise is the first of a series 
of similar large irrigating systems 
which, i the water from the 
Otay, Tia Juana, Sweetwater, San 
Bernardo, Temecula, San Luis Re 
and Santa Margarita’ streams, 

embrace the entire coast belt, and thus 
water suppl the higher lands, bring- 
ing the whole vast area of arable land in 
the county under conditions of protita- 
ble cultivation. The p of the 
interior of the county has been marked 
by the rapid ‘growth of colonies and 
settlements in every direction. The 
advance along the line of the California 
Southern has been Mag ie Frazer, 
Del Mar, Oceanside, Temecula, Mur- 
rieta, Elsinore and Perris are all fast- 
growing places. Oceanside, at the 
mouth of the San Luis Rey Valley, is 
already a considerable town, and, as the 
point of junction of projected local lines 
of railroad, has an assured future. Of 
interior towns and settlements, San 
Jacinto comes first in importance, then 
Julian, Escondido, San Luis Rey, 
Poway and El] Cajon. All present a 
year’s record of great prosperity, and 
when projected local railroad connec- 
tions are. completed, will become 
very important tributary towns 
to San Diego. It is not possi- 
ble at the present time to procure 
the statistics of public land entries in 
San Diego county during the past year. 

SETTLEMENT. 

The local lan@ agents say that they 
have been more numerous than in 1885, 
when there were 2642 entries in 99 
districts of the county, embracing an 
aggregate of 222,162 acres (including 
preémptions, homesteads, timber cult- 
ures, lieu land selections, and swamp 
and overflowed purchases). The home-

ROOM FOR MORE. 

The field for settlement is still wide, 
and lands in the interior are still 
cheap.

The ““boom,’’ as it is called, will not 
stop while an acre remains unoccupied.

OCEANSIDE (San Diego county, Cal.), 
Dec. 20, 1886.—{Correspondence of Tus 
The quarter section of land 
on which the townsite of Oceanside 
was first laid out was located by A. J. 
Myers in March, 1883. Up to ne 


of the year to run sheep upon. The 
California Southern Railroad was sur- 
veyed through the lands, and, as if by 
inspiration, two or three individuals 
took a sudden notion to locate this par- 
ticular quarter section. But Myers 
roved the ,dark horse in the race and 
‘got there.” A short time later he 
laid out a townsite here and termed it 
‘*Oceanside,’’ it being the first place the 
California Southern Railroad strikes the 
ocean frem the east. It has a beautiful 
beach of hard, white sand, a bluff bank 
about 20 feet high, then a gradual as- 
cent for about a mile of perhaps 3 feet 
in 100. Thesenatural advantages make 
it the most perfect site for a town 
one could imagine. Upto June, 1885, 
there were but four houses in the town 
—a frame shanty, the pioneer resi- 
dence of A. J. Myers; the Beach Hotel, 
belonging to McCullough & Willson; a 
small building erected by Myers for a 
store; and the office of J. Chauncy 
Hayes, the indefatigable agent for the 
townsite; and to him more than to 
any one other man is credit due for 
what Océanside now is. Town lots 
went begging at $25 and $35; and not 
until about one year ago did the town 
fairly make a start. Now the same 
léts find ready buyers at from $500 to 
$1000; and today there are about 125 
houses, containing about 450 inhab- 
itants. The original townsite con- 
tained about 300 lots. Since then there 
have been added the Myers & Mc- 
Comber addition, 200 lots; McNeil’s 
addition, 500 lots; Riverside Terrace, 
90 lots; Tyson’s addition, 70 lots; 
Kansas City addition, 200 lots; Horne’s 
addition, 200 lots; and Bryant’s addi- 
tion, over 600 lots. The latter have 
not yet been placed upon the market. 
but are just being noticed. 

Part of Kansas City addition ~ has 
been cut up into five-acre tracts. This 
land sold last fall for $35 per acre and 
today is selling for from $300 to $410 


per acre. 
In North Oceanside 160 acres have 
been cut up into five-acre tracts and 
sold out at $40 per acre, and in the 
short space of two mouths $100 per acre 
has been refused for several tracts. 
This land lays on the tablelands along 
the San Luis Rey River, and can be 
watered with very little expense from 
the river. The water supply for the 
tawn is pumped up from the San Luis 
Rey River to a tank on top of the hill 
pverinoking the town, from which point 
it is distributed in iron pipes, with a 
fall of 9% feet. The pipes are only 24 
inches and will soon have to give way 
to larger ones. 
~~Reece Bros. are the pioneer mer- 
chants, and are doing a big trade. The 
other merchants are Sinclair & Co.,and 
Francisco & Maxon. The real estate 
agents. are Hayes & Hicks (the pio-

SAN Dieco County, 
San Lais Rey. 

San Luis Rey (San Diego county), 
Dec. 19, 1886.—[Correspondence of THE 
Towes.} The little town of San Luis 


Rey derives its name and existence 


lj from the Mission San Luis Rey. The 
town adjoins the mission, in a San 


Luis Rey Valley, on. the river of the 
same name. he town consists. of a 
store and hotel, Western Union tele- 
graph office and blacksmith shop. The 
valley of San Luis Rey is about 60 miles 
in from 1 to 8 miles in 


width. e river takes its rise in some 
pers on the Warner ranch, and 
empties into the sea just above Ocean- 


side. The valley for its entire length 
is one of the best and most productive 
in the county, and is fast filling up 
with settlers. The old mission is one 
of the grandest ruins on the coast, and, 
though now rapidly going to decay, is 
well worth the trip to see. The orig- 
inal outer walls inclosed 61 acres, inside 
of which was the mission proper, an 
arena for bull-fights and buildings for 
the monks, friars, etc. This mission 
was founded in the year 1798, and 
named in honor of uis, King of 
France. 

A thatched cottage on the banks of 
the San Luis,a few cattle and some 
converted Indians were all that Father 
Poyri, its first minister, had to begin 
with.. Yet out of this little in time 
grew the most splendid of missions,” 
greatness of a mission depending on 
three things: Good location, the good 
disposition of the Indians, and the 
ability of the minister managing it. 

In the year 1802 San Luis Rey Mission 
numbered 532 souls; in 1834 they had a 
population of 3500, owned 80,000 horned 
cattle, 10,000 horses, 100,000 sheep, 
goats and swine. In the year 1842 the 

ulation had fallen off to 650, the 
orned cattle to 2800, the horses to 400, 
and the sheep, etc., to 400. 

In 1818 the extinction of the missions 
was ordered Py Cortez, and again in 
1828; also by thé Mexican Congress in 
1833. Year after year they were de- 
spoiled@f their property until the final 
overthrow in 1845 successive 
revolution in Mexico had recourse to 
the rich California missions for plun- 
der. In the year 1826 the reign of dis- 
order began. In 1883 the Mexican 
Congress passed a bill to secularize 
the missions. This took away frem the 
friars the control of the mission pro 

, Placing it in charge of ‘admi 

rs. This gave the civil officers 
over the priestly class. 
n the year 1846 the San Luis Mis- 
sion was sold by order of Gov. Pico to 
Antonio Cotaand Antonio Pico. Until 
within a few years past the mission has 
been in a pretty good state of préserva- 
tion, but as soon as the “‘Gringos”’ had 
begun to settle the valley, 
the, work of destruction, and but few 
of oldest ranchos in the valley but 
have something in the way of ding 
material taken from the ruin. The 
main chapel and belfry still stand (and 
services are still held once a month) 
but in a very dilapidated state, and 
dangerous.

Its geographical position—inland—se- 
cures it against those fogs that are prev- 
‘alent along the seacoast, and that are 
detrimental to the citrus family. The 
lemon does as well as the orange, and 
the delicate lime is a most satis- 
factory product in sheltered localities.

In addition to this, pure 
artesfan water can be got almost any- 
where. Within 3 miles of the courity- 
seat lies Old San Bernardino to 
southward, one of the very old settle 
ments. Here are yy groves in full 
bearing, whose fruit of the finest 
quality; here, too, the delicate lime is a 
success. 

To the east of Old San Bernardino lies 
Lugonia, and adjoining it Redlands. 
These are two young colonies beautifully 
situated upon the foothills, having good 
soil, healthful climate, a commanding 
view of the whole valley and mountain 
ranges — indeed, everything to make 
them desirable for homes and to assure 
them prosperity. Quite as much may 
be said of Crafton, within a very easy 
drive eastward of these two colonies, 
and also of beautiful Highland, some 
4 miles northward from Crafton. 
Highland has not, however, been sur- 
veyed and mapped out as a colony. 
Here and there are prettily-situated 
groves in full bearing, proving how 
well adapted it is for the growth of not 
rene wd the citrus family but of all our 

ts. 


.» One and all have an abundant sup- 
ply of good pure water. Ontario is a 
very promising colony; it is sitated at 
the base of the Sierra Madre, some. 25 
miles west of the county-seat; its 
founders gave it the name of the 
‘*Model Colony’’; itis also young, its 
first trees having been planted four 
years ; these have made good 
growth ahd afford abundant satisfac- 
tion to their owmers. There are here 
some 10,000 acres, surveyed into 10-acre 
lots, the plan here being to pipe the 
water by cement piping to each acre, 
and upon the highest point of each fix 
a hydrant. 

The main drive—Euclid avenue—is 
200 feet wide and 7 miles long; it has 
upon it four rows of t illia, 
eucalyptus globulus, fan palm and pep- 

r—which make three fine avenues. 

pon the central one it is proposed to 
lay a track for cars to run by electricity, 
from the railread depot*at one extrem- 
ity to the foothills at the other. 

Its water supply is from the San An- 
tonio Creek, half of which is owned by 
the colony, and which is fed by mount- 
ain streams and the snows of Old 
Baldy’s peak. Efforts are being made 
to secure more water by tunneling at 
the base of the mountains, under the 
bed of the creek. Some success has 
already been met with, and the tunnel- 
ing is to be continued much farther. 
Ontario is filling up rapidly, and prom- 
ises well. 

Eastward from Ontario 2 miles is 
the old settlement of Syne 
watered by the Cucamonga Creek; its 
location is also at the base of the Sierra 
Madre. A portion of it has this year 
been surveyed into streets and lots 
after the manner of Ontario, and, as 
the soil is of the best, it is settling up 
rapidly. Reservoirs have been made 
for the storage of water and piping laid 
for its distribution. It has a depot on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. Here 
is the old vineyard of the Cucamon

Raisins are exported in large 
quantities, and their cultivation and 
manufacture will most probably always 
be one of the staple industries. This 
county has soil and climate for the 
production of the raisin and wine 
grape which are not excelled anywhere 
in the State. Its wines are eagérly 
bought up by the dealers at good prices 
their y and flavor having secured 
them a reputation. There are still 
hundreds of thousands of acres of land 
suitable for the grape, and everywhere 
there is the greatest activity in bring- 
ing it into cultivation.

Henry Worthington, a prominent 
titioner in Los geles, who went there 
fourteen years ago suffering from pul- 
monary disease accompanied by hem- 
says (“Observations on Fibroid 
thisis,” SouthernCalifornia Practi- 
tioner, August, 1886.): ‘“‘In a climate 
like ours, with favorable surroundings, 
I never despair of a case in which there 
is evidence of fibroid disease of the 
lungs, be it ever so extensive.”’ - 

A few years since the Legislature of 
California instructed the State Board 
of Health, of which the late lamented 
Dr. Henry Gibbons, of San Francisco, 
was president, to select the most favor- 
able point for a State sanitarium for 
consumptives. After months of care- 
ful investigation they reported that the 
first place belonged to Sierra Madre 
Valley, 12 miles east of Los Angeles. 

My own experience has been that 
the great majonty of patients with con- 
sumption do well in the immediate 
Niwa yg | of Los Angeles, but that the 
best place is a few miles nearer the 


1000 to 2000 feet. 

Whether your patient is to live in the 
city or the country, if possible have 
him take his family, rent or build a 
comfortable cottage, where he can have 

ure air uncontaminated by the prox- 

ty of others suffering from the same 

, and where he can have his own 

flower garden, fruit trees and horse to 
keep him interested out of doors. 

Do not allow your patient to come 
rushing home just at the breaking up 
of the Eastern winter. If he must 
come home, let it be from the middle of 
May to the middle of June. He had 
far better remain during the summer. 
A Southern California summer is just as 
beneficial and enjoyable as the winter. 
Yes, I shall goa step farther: Thesum- 
mer will be of more benefit to your 
patient than the winter. Then is when 
the atmosphere, even near: the coast, is 
almost perfectly aseptic. i

Occasionally, where from) 
the local topography a cool current 
comes down upon the shore, the. local 
precipitation is greater.there. In drop- 

ing its water, as before said, the rela- 

ve humidity of the air becomes less. 

From the small amount of rainfall 
the question of the, water supply be- 
comes important. owhere has the 
whole scheme of hydraulic questions 
been studied more generally, carefully, 
and to better results than in California. 
Mining, and at various stages, most 
d ents of culture, are depend- 
ent upon an artificial Supply of water. 

‘rhe country is fairly endowed with 
springs. which break out sometimes in 
large volume, along the foot of the ter- 
races and in theravines. About them are 
located the headquarters of the isolated 
farms and ranches, 

Wherever there is an organized 
scheme of a fruit-growing colony, or 
other town, water for irrigation and 
domestic uses is provided by uias 
or aqueducts from the cafions of the 
mountains, often built with great labor 
and expense. Mountain water thus 
obtained is generally very soft, clear 
and uncontaminated. Sometimes it is 
exceptionally sop at others it carries 
more or less clay and other more posi- 
tive mineralization. 

The distribution of the ground-water 
is peculiar and interesting. You may 
enter a basin-like depression in the 
hills, containing perhaps several square 
miles of alluvial plain. It may not be 


traversed by any stream; there is no| dr 


visible outlet for water, and you wonder 
what becomes of all that falls on the 
long slopes which surround it. It has, 
in fact, sunk into the surface where it 
fell, and descended, to underlie the 
plain at a depth often of not more 
than 8 or 10 feet. Such plains, 
except in the_rainy season. look 
dry and parched; still they are 
set with great sycamores, evergreen 
live-oaks, and rapidly-growing groves 
of eucalyptus, as. well as orchards of 
fruit trees. The young plants may re- 
quire to be irrigated for a year or two, 
but soon their roots reach down to the 
unfailing streams below, and thence- 
forth they require no artificial water. 
After the third year the vineyards in 
such localities are’ full of lush leafage 
and. succulent.

The facts which characterize the cli- 
mate are best seen by comparison. For 
that purpose I have prepared the fol- 
at hap table, and have taken the de- 
tails from the re 
nal Officer of the United States for 1881, 
with the exception of those for Aiken, 
S. C., which is not a signal service sta- 
tion. The figures for this locality I 
have derived in from the papers of 
Dr. Geddings, whose able and interest- 
ing papers have done much to extend 
the reputation of Aiken as a sani- 
tarium; and in part from the report of 
the nearest signal service station. at 
Augusta, 17 miles distant. 

New York is chosen for one point, 
because it is our standard of compari- 
son; Aiken, as a southern inland, and 
Jacksonville as a seaside, sanitarium: 
San Antonio, to represent the elevated 
Texan plateau; Los Angeles, Southern 
California; and St. Paul, the interior 
Northwest. Other points—on the 
Florida coast, for have 
been chosen, but not be signal serv- 
ice stations the data is not at hand. 

The first vertical column gives the 
elevation above sea-level. is is to 
be borne in mind for the comparison, 
as it modifies all other conditions. 

The second verticle column gives the 
number of days in the year in which 
rain fell—the least appreciable quan- 
tity, namely one-hundredth of an 
inch, constituting a “‘rainy day.”

Column fourth gives the mean rela- 
tive humidity, saturation being 100. 

Column fifth, the rainfall in inches. 

The first column on the right gives 
the mean temperature of January and 
February, the two coldest months ; the 
fourth on the right, the mean tempera- 
ture of the two warmest months, July 
and August. 

The last column, the mean annual 
temperature, which is not of much im- 
portance, since a place where the ther- 
mometer has a great range may. have 
the same mean as a place where the 
range is but a few degrees.

In Dr. A. N. Bell’s work, on the “‘Cli- 
matol of the United States,” may

extent of movement.

of Growing, Curing and Packing. 


The eon of our raisin indus- 
try is that it should command the 
careful consideration of the best minds 
of our country. This importance is 
felt not ae f= the fact that it is an 
industry which may support an im- 
mense number of people, but it now 
has, and will have, much to do with the 
health of our whole country. This 
latter point is well worth the examina- 
tion and study of the-most scientific 

ds, as the result of their investiga- 
tion of the subject would be of t 
benefit by poten the health-giving 
properties of our raisin grapes. 

RAISIN GRAPES. 

There is high authority on this sub- 
ject,and for the benefit of both pro- 
ducers and consumers this subject 
should be studied, and the knowled 
acquired should be diffused all over the 
country. Were this properly under- 


stood, the consumption of raisins would 


be very much greater than at present. 
Among ourselves and in our own fami- 
lies, if we would put them into more 
general use, we would more thoroughly 
realize the benefit. 

The varieties included in the list of 
raisin pes, as cultivated with us here 
in California, are the Muscatel (or Mus- 
cat of Alexandria), the Sultana, the 
White Corinth, Black Corinth and some 
other varieties, not well known and not 
largely cultivated. The Sultana, White 


and the manner of pruning, cultivating 
and handling differs materially from 
that of the Muscatel; ‘but as these vari- 
eties are not extensively cultivated 
among us,in my section, I will speak 

ese vines require canes of consid 
erable length to be left, which need. to 
be omy ri by stakes, growing at the 
same time, from short spurs, wood for 
the following year. With us the White 
Corinth and Black Corinth do not pro- 
duce in sufficient quantities to make 
them profitable, though the flavor of 
the fruit is such that, if it did pro- 
duce largely, it would be a favorite. 

The Sultana is of very recent plant- 
ing and has not been sufficiently tested 
here yet to decide whether it will ac- 

uire that degree of perfection that it 
oun in some other parts of the country 
where it is grown. aes 

The Muscat of Alexandria, or Musca- 
tel. is considered the raisin grape of the 
country. It-is not only the best grape 
for raisins, but it is well adapted to 
shipping, and is used to some extent in 
the manufacture of wine and brandy. 
It is, in the southern portion of the 
State particularly, the favorite, because 
some of the wine grapes and 
shipping grapes do not do so well. 
At Orange and vicinity, includin 
Anaheim, Tustin and Santa Ana, an 
extending up the valley nearly to Los 
Angeles, it seems to be especially at 
home. The growth of the vine is 
abundant, and When the vine has ac- 
quired sufficient age, it produces annu- 
ally a good quantity of fruit. On the 
higher and warmer lands the fruit rip- 
ens considerably earlier, giving it an 
advan in curing, as at that 
time we have the long, warm days for 

; aud the nights are shorter anc 
th much less fog. 

In wing the Muscat of Alexan- 
dria, during the first years of its culti- 
vation, we found that we were making 
a mistake in its pruning—that is, prun- 
ing it with too few buds, the result be- 
ing thatthe growth of the wood was 
too heavy, causing the fruit to d 
from the stem. is falling of the 
fruit was so extensive that, in the ear- 
lier years of the raisin business here, it 
was considered somewhat of an uncer- 
tainty whether the vineyards would 
set heavy enough to produce profitable 
crops. As time rolled on, however, we 
discovered the fact that the vine must 
not be pruned too closely; that we 
must leave a sufficient number of spurs, 
containing a sufficient number of buds, 
so that the canes will not make such 
excessive growth as to produce this 
dropping of the fruit. 

In leaving spurs on the vines for the 
production of fruit, it is a matter of 
considerable importance what len 
they are to be grown, as it is a fact 
that the bud nearest the stalk is the 
bud that produces the finest fruit, and 
that the one following may produce a 
arger quantity of fruit on the stem, 
but yet not so good in quality, and as 
we go farther from the stalk the fruit 
deteriorates in quality ; and while our 
section of the country has done much 
in the past to keep up the quality of 
the grape manufactured, we are arriv- 
ing at a time when we may go to the 
opposite extreme. The true range 
would be to prune so that the quality is 
kept up, even if the quantity is not so 

t 


great. 

There is another important point to 
be observed in the pruning of our vine- 
yards for raisins, and that is to keep 
them low, as it is a fact that our finest 
fruit comes from the lowest vines. It 
may be that in localities that require 
much summer irrigation the heads 
should be kept up to protect’ the fruit 
from the dampness caused by irrigating 
the ground; but at Orange we have no 
necessity for irrigating our vineyards 
in summer, consequently the surface of 
the ground is sufficiently dry anywhere 
on the warmer lands, even if the fruit 
lay entirely upon the ground. On the 
lew lands this would not be safe, yet 
the heads should be kept no higher than 
is necessary to keep the fruit from the 
effects of the moist soil and escaping 
evaporation from the same. 

I know of no better rule to 
vineyardist, not well up in the knowl- 
edge of sharon in regard to the num- 
ber of buds to leave than.this: When- 
ever the vine produces canes of lar 
size (for instance, the size of the thumb) 
itshould next year carry a greater num- 
ber of canes. The.canes should not 
grow much larger than the little rye 
as thefruit does not set on the stem 
when the wood grows too heavy, 
SUCKERING AND SUMMER PRUNING. 

None of us need be told of the neces- 
sity of suckering, which consists of 
taking off the canes that grow under 
the ground, or the canes growing on 
old wood, or better expressed, we leave

I haye 
seen a crop saved by throwing the 
sulphur on the ground when the owner 
thought it was ruined. My reason of 
favoring this method is, t if the 
fruit is of considerable size the sulphur 
should not be thrown on it. I do not 
believe that there is danger of mildew 
even with one application, except for 
the second crop. ; 
APPROACHING MATURITY. 
Having now treated, in a very crude 
and disjointed manner, of the condi- 
tions of the vine previous to the ripen- _ 
ing of the fruit. I will touch b pg 
upon the treatment of the grape as it 
approaches maturity. We have read 
frequently that, on the low-headed . 
vines of Spain, the growers dig the 
dirt away from the stock that the fruit 
may hang around it.

In raisins dried = the ground we 
find some with skins perfectly 
smooth oh one side and the seeds set- 
tled down near it, having the appear 
ance of rot, the air not penetrating be- 
tween the tray and the skin so as te 
cure the fruit on all sides bape oe 
It is unnecessary to give at peer 
any method of drying. The 
difference between us now is t we 
do not all understand when the crepe 
will do to lay down, as we call it. 
grape should have taken on its amber 
color, the seed its natural appearanen, 
and generally the stem will show by its 
drying up near the cane, and it should 
contain sugar enough so that the sense 
of taste will tell us; or if we havea 
saccrometer and the sugar is measured 
it should contain 22 per cent. or there- 
abouts. If the fruit is growm on 
ground not rich enough to make this 
amount, that fact would inevitably 
show itself by the raisin not be 
plump, the grooves would be deep 
few, the corresponding ridges sharp 
and the raisin would be imperfect and 
acid. If the fruit is over-ripe, then the 
raisin will be dark and lose some of its 
richness, but nevertheless will be sweet 
and will fill the requirements of a good 
product ; the grooves will be numerous 
and shallow; the ri correspond- 
ingly rounded and the raisin will have 
a plump body.

STYLE OF PACKING. 
The style of packing now. generally 
adopted is to carefully hide the stems, 
h that style is often criticised. 
The fuct is that the present style of 
ng was adopted after very severe 
Griticisms on the very style of packing 
Which is now advocated in some quar- 
ters; that is, that the stems should be 
ked one above the other so that they 
w the exact quality ef the fruit, size 
of the stem, and so forth, ds they ap- 
pear in the box. I notice that one of 
our San Francisco houses, writing upon 
this subject, sustains the present style 
of packing, hiding the stems. Certainly 
a box so packed presents a much more 


Inviting appearance than one packed

MANNER OF GRADING. 

Perhaps no two packing-houses in the

could see little, by reason of the rising 
cloud. 

AT THE SUMMIT. 

. Here we found a large pine tree with 
the top broken off short, probably by a 
storm, and the bark scra to allow 
the carving of innumerable names to 
be handed down (or held up) to fame. 

On the north side of the mountains 
there is another decided change in the 
country: We find it more y an 
regularly wooded, and the timber more 
distinctively of northern character, 
including pine, fir and cedar. The 
earth lieré is moist, as from recent rain 
or melted snows. Every step of the 
foot turns up the moist black soil. 
We journey half a mile beyond the sum- 
mit down a wide, gently sloping cafion 
and find the old-time camp. is the 
final Here is a log 
cabin about fifteen feet square, and, a 
little below it, at the foot of a great 
spruce, a spring sends its trickling rill 
of cold water into a basin. We sto 
here fora drink, and, it being hi 
noon, the “‘snack’’ is brought out and 
we eat with the to.of men who have 
honestly earn their dinners. An 
hour for rest, during which we find it 
most comfortable to be where the sun 
can have full play upon us. It is cooler 
herethan it was where we were this 


morning. There are even traditions 
among travelers of frost at the summit 
in August. 


THE LOGGING CABIN 
referred to is not 80 replete with mys- 
terious interest as that of the Hermit. 
We find here a bunk, covered with fra- 
grant ace leaves, and the embers of a 
camp-fire in the middle of the cabin, 
a discarded pair of apy te hanging 
against the log wall, a dishcloth over 
the door, some smashed and battered 
tin . an old hatchet that looks like 
a relic of the stone age—and that is all. 
I should mention, perhaps, the multi- 
tude of names cut, hacked, pencilled 
and burned upon the interior gurfaces 
of the logs. me, seeking more en- 
during fame, have scratched their 


thence crosses to a more considerable 
mountain, circumvents that, and so on 
to the third, fourth and fh mountain, 
where thesummit isreached. Nowhere 
is the trail wider than necessary for a |. 
tn path and in a few places it tries the 
ortitude of a nervous person to ride or 
walk along the precipitate side of a 
mountain upon the narrow footing 
offered. But, as mountain go, 
this is a good one and a safe one. 
NOBODY SHOULD BE AFRAID 

to travel it even though he be a novice 
in mountaineering. The nearest ap- 
proach to an obstruction is a tree that 
has fallen across the trail above the 
half-way house, but a little extra climb 
will take one around that.

Of course it was 

pod gey A. hand, and must have cost a 


ABANDONED STOCK. 

Beside a rock terrace wall at the 
front of the premises, there are the 
remains of 15 or 20 bunches of shingles. 
They are good shingles, too; smooth 
and regular—worked out with a draw 
shave. Some of the bunches are intact, 
awd others, recently broken open, show 
the shingles in a good state of preser- 
vation. This was, then, the Hermit’s 
stock in trade, when probably a 
schooner-load of machine-made shin- 
gles was brought down from the upper 
coast, which broke the market, and 
the old fellow’s was gone. 
The result of all this toil went to 
waste, I assume, because it would not 
pay to pack the shingles down to 
market. 


WHO WAS THE HERMIT? 

At the risk of -dispelling some of the 
romance attaching to him, I may say 
that his name is Izert and that he now 
lives somewhere in the Azusa or Duarte 
country. Whether he was a real her- 
mit or not at the time he lived in the 
cabin I have never learned, but I have 
heard that,since he gave up the - 
lar occupancy of his moun freehold, 
he has sometimes returned to spend a 
month or two of the summer there, 
taking his family with him. The cabin 
sometimes shelters mountaineering par- 
ties who spend the night in the 1 ity. 
We found many names of visitors writ- 
ten and carved about the place ‘and 
even posted on boards against the trees. 
One party, who registered from Pasa- 
dena, told in Iugubrious rhyme on a 
shingle how they got caught in the rain, 
stayed all night in the cabin and struck 
out in the rain again the next day.

UP THE TRAIL. 
- Wehad been an hourand fifty minutes 
on our way from the foot of the 
mountains to the Hermit’s cabin, and 
this is accounted half the distance. 
The latter half of the trail, which is 
more difficult, requires two hours and 
thirty-five minutes, making the entire 
journey to the summit four hours and 
twenty-five minutes. But we went 
lightly equipped, had no burros to 
drive and the journey was proportion- 
ately expeditious. At one point omthe 
latter half of the route we had a mag- 
nificent view of the valley and foothills, 


where the climbing parties usually 
camp for the night. e bunk in the 
corner will hold only t ; 1 give 
timely notice of that. Al excess of 
this number must sleep on the floor. 
When mixed parties go up the ladies 
usually occupy the cabin and the gen- 
tlemen camp outside to keep off the 
wolves, panthers and mountain lions 
which, in this locality, do not notori- 
ously abound. : 

Before starting on our return the 
fog overtakes us, as predicted, driving 
through the trees, like steam from.a tea. 
kettle. 

DESCENDING THE TRAIL . 
we find less laboripus than the climb- 
ing, but: somewhat more jolting. We 
get down in three hours, against about 
four and a half for the ascent. By 5 
p-m. we are snugly ensconsed in our 
home at the foot of the trail. 

Does it pay to make this mountain 
journey? We two—Thomas and I— 
unanimously vote yes. And in proof 
of the fact, I may say that, at this 
writing, Tom is absent on his second 
journey, accompanying a party of 18

WasuInGTon, Dec. 31.—[By the West- 
ern A:s ciated Press.| The sleet storm of 
last night, whieh thickly enameled the 
pavements, gave place this morning to a 
heavy fog that was almost arainfall. Two 
inches of thawing snow and ice, which cov- 
ered the ground, made the marching and all 
outdoor exercise a thing to be dreaded. 
However, great cro¥ds made their way. 
from early morning toward the Capitol to 
view the remains#f the dead statesman and 
the time of lying in state was too short to 
give opportunity for all to pass by, At 11 
o’clock the duors closed to the general pub- 
lic, and, while two ranks of Grand Army 
men filed on either side of the bier, the un- 
dertaker closed the’ lid of the casket. A 
_ belated delegation of friends from Chicago 
arrived a few minutes later, and the casket 
was reopened to enable them to take the 
last look at the body. At 12:10 the pall- 
bearers took their opens and conveyed the 
casket to the Senate chamber. 
IN THE SENATE CHAMBER. 

The hall of the Senate was tastefully, 
though not elaborately, draped, and the 
chair of the dead Senator, the second of the 
innermost row from the center aisle, was 
covered with cra The Clerk’s desk 
was almost hidden a bank of floral em- 
blems, flanked on the right and left respect- 
ively by a huge bannerof white and an 
immense representation of the Fifteenth 
Army Corps. Two or three hundred chairs 
had been arranged in the rows for the ac- 
commodation ot those who had been invited 
to do honor to the deceased. The President 
was compelled to abandon his intention to 
attend Gen. Logan’s funeral, owing to the 
inclemency of the weather.
